The 
reports  are  telescoped  into  a single  volume  partly  because  of 
the  wartime  brevity  of  each  report,  partly  to  save  paper.  You 
will  observe  the  general  state  of  health  in  the  district  has 
maintained  a good  level  in  spite  of  (or  perhaps,  because  of) 
many  wartime  restrictions.  There  is  a disquieting  rise  in 
the  incidence  of  notified  tuberculosis,  but  on  the  whole  the 
residents  appear  to  be  living  longer,  and  the  birth  rate  is 
noticeably  on  the  rise.  The  district  shares  in  the  widespread 
lack  of  housing  accommodation:  the  war-interrupted  housing 
plans  must  be  one  of  the  earliest  peace  tasks  in  order  to  give 
each  family  the  chance  of  possessing  a house  instead  of 
occupying  rooms.  To  this  end,  both  you  and  I look  forward 
with  confidence.
